3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

5. Claims 16, 17, 21 , 26, and 28 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-36 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,093,382. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because both sets of claims are directed to 
compositions comprising a folate-receptor binding moiety having formulae II, lib, and lie. 

COMMENTS/NOTES 

6. Claims 1 6, 1 7, 21 , 26, 28-41 , 81 , and 82 are allowable over the prior art of 
record; however, Applicant MUST address and overcome the double patenting rejection 
above. In particular, the claims are distinguished over the prior art because the prior art 
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neither anticipates nor renders obvious compositions and uses thereof as set forth in 
Applicant's invention.
